They have at the Central Police Station 
two men who answer the descriptions of 
the famous Chicago crooks, and are now 
trying *o have them identified as such. 

Detectives Guion and Hatton were given 
the assignment Sunday of bringing in any 
suspicious characters who might be loiter- 
ing about the “Bad Lands.” 

They called at California Jack’s place, at 
the corner of the alley, on Eighvh’ street, 
between Market and Walnut streets, and 
found there a crowd of men, who seemed to 
be burdened with surpius time. 

California Jaek’s place is a saloon in front 
and an opium den in the rear. It is the gate- 
way to Hop alley. 

Guion and Hatton arrested four of them 
and took them to the Central Police Sta- 
tion in a patrol wagon. 

The one suspected of being the “tall 
man’ gave his name as Dan Darlington, 
but later admitted that he was named 
Cherry. 

The “short man” gave the name of Will- 
jam Askran. The other two were Ed Sand- 
ford and Pete McGuire. Sandford is a 
etranger, but McGuire is well known. , 

Cherry and Askran were attired in new 
tailor-made clothes, and each had®a new 
gold watch and other jewelry. Ninety dol- 
lars was taken from Cherry and $62 from 
Askran. 

At first the men said they had just come 
her from Kansas City, but the detectives 
made inquiry in the neighborhood of Calli- 
fornia Jack’s place and learned from differ- 
ent parties that the two men came here

The Chicago police officials seemed power- 
less to catch the two men. Every suspicious 
character was arrested, but there was no 
one to be identified as either the tall or the 
short man. 

All depots were watched to prevent their 
escape, but without avail.

POSED BY A FELLOW OFFICER. 


HE FOUGHT LIKE FALSTAFF. 


The Memphis Politician Was a Faint- 
Hearted Soldier, but a Val- 
iant Boaster.

LIVINGSTON, Ala., Sept. 28.—The follow- 
ing letter, exposing the war record of 
Josiah Patterson, the bolting goldbug candi- 
date for Congress in the Tenth Tennessee 
or Memphis District, has been given out 
for publication: 

“Livingston, Ala.—I first mes Josiah Pat- 
terson during the late war between the 
States, in 1863; He was a Coléne!l in Gen. P. 
D. Roddy’s command, which was at that 
time operating in North Alabama. He was 
a good, glib, sleek talker, but a poor 
fighter, and always sought a bomb-proof 
position when a battle was fought. At the 
close of the battle, when victory perched 
upon our banner, Patterson turned up and 
did the biggest part of the bragging. 


Charges were more than once drawn up 
against him for cowardice, but his slick 
tongue warded them off. 

“On one occasion he came to me and said: 
‘Captain May, I think more of you than any 
officer in this command. You have done 
more fighting than all of them since you 
joined us.’ I replied: . ‘I am very sorry, 
Col. Patterson, I can’t return the compli- 
ment. I think less of you than any man I 
ever saw.’ He then remarked: ‘Captain 
May, I have a notion to resign and take a 
place in the quartermaster’s or commissary 
departments.’ I said: ‘I think you ought 
to do so by all means, Col. Patterson. I 
have never doubted your loyalty to the Con- 
federate cause, but you are a coward anda 
disgrace to this command. You know it, 
and I know it, and every man in this com- 
mand feels it, but few of them have the 
nerve to tell you so on account of your of- 
ficial position.’ 

“To give a direct proof of the above, I 
have only to refer to the fight at Hunt’s 
Mills, in Jackson County, Ala. Patterson 
had six companies to capture three compa- 
nies of Yankees, who were sawing lumber to 
build a pontoon bridge across the Tennessee 
River at Chattanooga. When near the piace 
the officers held a consultation, and it was 
agreed to dismount our cavalry and sur- 
round the camp of the goed and capture 
them entire. We had nearly surrounded 
them, it being before daylight in the morn- 
ing, when Patterson gave the order to march 
back to our horses.. When we had reached 
our horses Patters6n came to me and said 
that he had decided to make the fight on 
horseback and had selected me fo lead it. 

“After hurriedly consulting with the guide

TRUSTY THOMAS STEWART 
CHARGES HIM WITH ASSAULT, 


QUARRELED AT THE JAIL DOOR. 


The Men Had Been Bitter Enemies 
During Stewart’s Thirteen 
Months’ Incarceration. 


A warrant charging James Whitte, a jail 
guard, with assault and battery, was issued 
Monday morning, the complainant being 


Thomas Stewart, alias Jacobs, who was re- 
leased Friday, after serving 13 months in 
jail on a charge of grand larceny. 

It seems that the fight, which occurred in 
front of the jail door in the Four Courts 
corridor Sunday evening, was the culmina- 
tion of a series of quarrels and disputes 
which took place between guard and prison- 
er. 

Stewart, while a prisoner, was known asa 
“trusty,’’ and was given charge of the med- 
ical reom and acted as nurse for the in- 
valid prisoners. The row between the two 
started when Stewart accused Whitte of 
drinking milk intended for the prisoner 
patients. 

Sunday evening Stewart, who is‘old and 
has a gray beard, called at the jail door, 
Cooney Ralph was on guard at the door, and 
he says that Stewart inquired for Whitte, 
saying he had come prepared to do him up. 
The loud talking attracted the attention of 
two other guards, and their assertions as to 
the incidents leading up to the fight are sim- 
ilar to those of Ralph. Ralph says that 
Stewart waited around until Whitte left jail 
at 7 o’clock to go home, and then shook his 
umbrella in the relieved guard’s face, threat- 
ening him with instant death. 

Whitte struck him in the face with his 
open hand, shoving him away from him. 
Then Stewart came at him, and Whitte 
struck him in the face again, this time 
with his fist. 
brella and struck him several times on the 
legs. Then Whitte left the building and 
saw no more of Stewart. 
marks of violence. 

The sensational story of Stewart to the 
effect that Whitte assisted murderer Noble 
Shepard to escape is not credited by either 
Jailer Wagner or the other guards. 

Whitte furnished bond immediately for 
his appearance in court to answer the 
charge against him. He will not be sus- 
pended.

MOST OF IT LEGAL TENDER. 


This Accounts for the Small Amount 
of Domestic Silver Coinage and 
Kills a Familiar Gold Argument. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Permit a brief criticism of that portion of 
the report of the Director of the Mint, be. 
ginning on page &3 and ending on page 302 
of.the annual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury on the state of finances for the 
"year 189, The general title of the portion 
is “The Monetary Legislation and Currency 


System of the United States.” 

The portion includes the famous report of 
Alexander Hamilton on the establishment of 
@ mint, made to Congress in 1791. Although 
Mr. Hamilton’s report is extremely clear—as 
was all he ever wrote or said—yet the Direc- 
tor of the Mint, Mr. R. E. Preston, assumes 
(annual report, pege 275) to make what he is 
pleased to term an analysis of it. 

The evident purpose of the analysis is to 
impart to Mr. fiamilton’s report as golden a 
tinge as it was in the power of Mr. Preston 
to do. It is true that Mr. Hamilton says in 
it that if a preference ought to be given to 
gold or silver for the money unit, perhaps, 

old should be preferred. But it is evident 

rom his report, taken as a whole, that Mr. 


kind of bimetallist; and he presents unan- 
swerable arguments in favor of bimetal- 
lism. He says that, upon the whole, he 
is strongly inclined to the opinion that a 
preference should be given to neither gold 
nor silver for the money unit. He adds 
that. to annul the use of either of those 
metals as money is to abridge the quantity 
of the circulating medium. And it must al- 
ways be kept in mind that there is a prob- 
lem before us in this day, arising from laws 
demonetizing silver, and the consequent 
appreciation of gold because of that fact,

But the object of this criticism is not to 
go into all of the sinuosities of the portion 
of Mr, Preston’s report above mentioned, 
but to show that he has, in his statement 
of the monetary legislation and currency 
system of the Unted States, overlooked or 
purposely omitted two great facts’ thor- 
oughly interwoven with the legislation and 
System and without a knowledge of which 
and an allowance for their action no satis- 
factory conclusion can be formed that would 
be of value in arguing the silver question as 
it is now before us. 

he first coinage of money by the United 
States—whether from gold or silver—was 
under the mint and ‘coinage act passed by 
Congress, April 2, 1792. At that date the 
amount of coin tn circulation in the United 
States— all of which was of foreign coinage 
—Was, according to the best authority, $18,- 
000,000. This amount consisted almost en- 
tirely of silver. From 1792 until the be- 
ginning of the civil war there never was a 
time, even after the act of Feb. 21, 1857, 
taking away from foreign coin its legal 
tender quality, when there was not a very 
large quantity of foreign coin, both gold 
and silver, in circulation in this country. 
During the civil war, after the appearance 
of greenbacks, all gold and silver coin, for- 
eign and domestic, took to flight, under the 
operation of Gresham’s law, and silver was 
in the lead. The memories of all persons of 
sufficient age in this country will bear wit- 
ness to that fact. Also, that silver more 
completely disappeared than gold. A person 
could always find some gold,but could hardly 
find silver except in the smallest quantities. 

The miss of coin in circulation in the 
United States—foreign and domestic—in 
the years 1810, 1840 and 1857, respectively, 
amounted to the sums set opposite those 
years, as follows:

There are no means of accurately ascer- 
taining the proportion, in those masses, of 
gold and silver, nor of the amounts of for- 
eign coin. Some authorities estimate the

claim that the effect of that act was one 
of the most potent causes in creating or, 
at least, in intensifying, the famous finan- 
cial crisis, and consequent suffering, of that

In the absence of admitted statistics, 
proof is easily supplied, as to the plentiful- 
ness of foreign coin, especially silver, in 
circulation throughout the country prior to 
the Civil War, by an appeal to the memo- 
ries of all intelligent business men 55 years 
of age and upwards, as well as to certain 
things which can be easily substantiated, 
and to the infallible action of certain stat- 
utes of the Uni tates. Mr. Preston 
~ ks of the period extending from ‘1834 to 
1 as the gold period. It can be shown 
that by far the greater portion of lands 
sold by the Government in Missouri prior 
to the great gold discoveries beginning in 
1848- was paid for the pure in Span- 
ish or Mexican dollars. 

A hand office existed at Plattsburg, Mo., 
from 1842 until about 1852. It can be shown 
that prior to the influx of California gold, 
boating in 1849, perhaps as much as nine- 
tenths of all lands entered there were paid 
for in silver coin, chiefly Mexi It can 
be proven that, in one. shipment of coin 
from that office—proceeds of public lands 
i the amount, $84,000, the sum of $80,- 
000 w silver, nearly all Mexican dollars. 
It ls ble to suppose that the facts 
were substantially the same at every land 
office in the United States. 

As to the vast quantities of foreign silver 
in circulation in this country, even after the 
act of February 21, 1857, and down to the be- 
ginning of the Civil War, there can be no 
mistake; and an appeal to the positive recol- 
lection of all. inteligent business men of 56 
years-of ege and upwards will amply ver-

Under the action of certain statutes of 'the 
United States, the result could not have been 
otherwise, and may have been intended by 
them. As above stated, in 1792, the amount 
of coin in the Untited States—all foreign and 
nearly all silver—was $18,000,000. As the*gov- 
ernment had not, and could not, supply the 
country with a sufficiency of leg. tender 
coin, it became a necessity for Congress to 
fix the value and impart the legal tender 
quality to foreign coin in o midst. Ac- 
cordingly, by act of February 9, 1793, Con- 
gress fixed tthe value of certain coins and 
made the gold coins of England, Portugal, 
France and Spain and the dominions of 
Spain, the Spanish milled dollars and the 
crowns of France a legal tender. Acts fix- 


g tthe value of foreign coin and making 
certain foreign coin—gold and silver—a legal 
tender were also passed on Apri 10, 1806: 
April 29, 1816; March 3, 1819; March 3, 1821; 
March 3, 1823; June 25, 1834; June 28, 1834, and 
March 3, 1843. 

As above stated, the legal tender quality 
was taken away from foreign coin by the 
act of February 21, 1857, but through long

which was not before the minds of states- | 
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Mr. Preston flourishes the fact that prior 
to 1873 this Government never coined over 
about eight millions of silver dollars. So 
did Mr. Carlisle. So did John Sherman and 
all of the gold orators. Well, was there any 
need of it? Did not foreign governments, 
under the influence of those laws making 
their ccins a legal tender, sapply us with 
all the silver dollars we needed? And here- 
in, without going into any refined investi- 
gaticns, is an explanation’at hand of the 
order of Mr. Madison, acting under the di- 
rection of Mr. Jefferson, on May 1, 1806, 
Suspending the coinage of silver dollars. 

d yet, Mr. Preston, in assuming to 
present to his countrymen the. monetary 
egislation and currency system of the 
United States, omits the influence of the 
masses of foreign coin in this country from 
the beginning until the commencement of 
the Civil War, and makes no mention, save 
incidentally, of these various acts giving 
legal tender quality to foreign coin. And the 
incidental mention occurs (page 284) in a 
aragraph copied from a memorial written 
y Albert Gallatin, and in no original words 
of Mr. Preston. ’ 

It is submitted that to attempt to draw 
conclusions from the past history of money 
in the United States, without a careful 
study and due appreciation of the effect of 
masses of foreign coin heretofore in circu- 
lation in this country, as well as the effect 
of those acts of Congress making foreign 
coin a legal tender, Which would be of any 
value in the solution of the silver problem 
now before us, is an absurdity. 

And it is further submitted that if Mr. 
Preston, through ignorance, omitted a study 
of the effect of those masses of foreign 
coin, and of the statutes making the same 
a legal tender, he should be removed from 
his high position.

10 QUARANTINE 
POOR HOUSE COWS. 


HOPED THAT IT WILL MOLLIFY 
THE DAIRYMEN. 


TO TEST FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 


State Board ‘of Agriculture Wants to 
Make the Inspection and 
Tests General. 


The State Board of Agriculture has at 
last decided to quarantine the Poor-house 
herd of cows, hoping to persuade the dairy- 
men of St. Louis into letting the well- 

own tuberculin test be applied to their 
cattle, 

Some time ago the State veterinarian 
started to stam out tuberculosis in St. 


Louis dairy cattle. He tested the Poor- 
house herd and that was as far as he ever 
got. The dairymen refused to let him apply 
tae tests to their cattle and threatened in- 
junction suits. So the matter was dropped 
for a while. 

The Poor-house herd was found to have 
the disease. The test showed it, and two 
post-mortems confirmed the test. Now the 
State Board wants the whole herd killed in 
the hope that that course will induce 
dairymen to no longer oppose a general 
inspection. 

Dr. Rippey of the State Board has writ- 
ten to Health Commissioner Starkloff as 
follows: . 

“Max C, Starkloff: 

“Dear Sir—While the value of the tu- 
berculin test has, as you say, been veri- 
fled by extensive experiments, and is gener- 
ally acknowledged by scientific men, there 
are others, some of whom I am told are 
in St. Louis, who doubt its efficacy, and 
declare the test in many cases injurious. 

Our law does not provide specificall 
for the tuberculine test, but under a call 
by the State Board of Health for an in- 
vestigation of such diseases as are trans- 
missible to the human family the Secretary 
of this board is instructed to cause a thor- 
ough investigation under the direction ‘of 
the State veterinarian. We hold, and in 
this are supported by the State veterina- 
rian, that the only ‘thorough’ test known 
to science for tuberculosis is the tubercu- 
line test, the efficacy of which has been 
thdroughly tested in this country and in 
Europe. 

“After the Poor-house herd was tested 
we consulted our attorneys, Messrs. Row- 
ell & Ferris, and placed before them the 
literavure of tuberculosis. After a thorough 
examination of the subject our attorneys 
advised that if the theories and work here- 
tofore advanced were confirmed by a post- 
mortem on the Poor-house herd, if the 
efficacy of the test was brought under the 
direct Observation of the dairymen and 
people of St. Louis, that our case would be 
made sv strong we would mee? little, if any, 
opposition. This view has been confirmed 
by what he have heard from the attorneys 
for the dairymen and from the President 
of the South Side Dairy Association. 

“I take it that these people are, as a rule, 
law-abiding citizens, and are patriotic 
enough to keep in view the health of your 
city, and that when convinced of the exist- 
ence of tuberculosis and the efficacy of the 
test, they will submit to the orders of this 
Board and the ‘thorough investigation’ pro- 
vided by statutes. 

“An order would have been made for thé 
quarantine of the Poorhouse herd long since, 
but knowing you were fully impressed with 
the importance and seriousness of this mat- 
ter, and that you would cheerfully take such 
action as was warranted under your city 
ordinances, we have waited 

“TI shall instruct the State Veterinarian 
to make this quarantine at once. Assuring 
you that we are ready to aid you in every 
possible way and give every assistance 
authorized under our statutes. I am, etc., 

“J. R. RIPPEY, Secretary.” 

Dr. Starkloff said Monday: “I do not see 
what good killing the herd will do as far as 
establishing the tuberculine test is con- 
cerned. It will only be an isolated case of 
confirmation as compared with the vast 
numbers already made. It is no certain 
thing that the dairymen will consent to 
tests even if analysis on all the Poor-house 
cows prove the certainty of the test. They 
can still say they don’t believe in it, and 
we will be no better off than before.”

CHARTER AMENDMENT. 

The revision of the city charter is of 
such great importance that it ought to 
be done with the utmost careand without 
haste. It is fortunate that the amended 
charter cannot be submitted forthe peo- 
ple’s approval by vote until the city elec- 
tion next April. This will allow plenty 
of time for a thorough discussion of all 
amendments proposed. 

The present city charter was adopted 
in 1876, when the city was enlarged, and 
provision was made for its amendment. 
In the section of the State constitution 
providing for large cities framing or 
amending their charters it was provided 
that all proposals for amendments, after 
being drawn up by the lawmakers, should 
be published for at least thirty days, in 
three newspapers having the largest cir- 
culation in _the city. The special pro- 
vision for amending the present charter 
of St. Louis also provides for publication, 
but does not specify the time. It does, 
however, state that sixty days must 
elapse after the publication of such pro- 
posals for amendment before the amend- 
ments can be voted upon by the people. 

_ Publication being essential, it would be 


- Well for those charged with drawing up 


proposals for amendment to follow the 
example of the commission that is now 
doing similar work in connection with the 
Greater New rk charter, namely, pub- 
lish the amendments proposed, as fast as 
they are gotten into shape, so that the 
people may have an opportunity to dis- 
cuss them and specialists may be enabled 
to make suggestions. 4 

The people ought to have opportunity 
to thoroughly understand what it is they 
will be called upon to vote for in the 
revision of their own charter.

It cannot be wholly explained in a 
single article, but attention can be called 
to a single point which will enable anyone 
to understand the rest. 

Illinois is the greatest State of the West. 
Rhode Island is the most inconsiderable

the banks of Rhode Island have $377.55 
per head of the population of the State, 
to only $77.98 for Tllinois. 

As that is about all there is in the poli- 
tics of the country at present let us re- 
peat it in a little larger letters. 

THE BANKS OF RHODE ISLAND 
HAVE THREE HUNDRED AND SEV- 
ENTY-SEVEN DOLLARS AND FIFTY-

TY-EIGHT CENTS PER CAPITA.

(Translated from the French.) 
To His Excellency the Hon. James Currie, 

United States Minister, Brussels: 

I feel it my duty to answer without delay 
the letter which you kindly addressed to 
me yesterday, but I beg your forgiveness, 
if here in the country, far from my office 
and my references, I am less explicit than I 
should wish to be. 

I'follow in my answers the same sequence 
which you have adopted in your questions. 

1. The law of Belgium gives to every 
debtor the unquestioned right to pay at his 
option in gold or silver, whether this debtor 
be the bank, the Government or a private 
citizen, native or foreign. 

2. No official estimate exists of the quan- 
tity of money actually in circulation in 
Belgium, but this much can be affirme/, 
that practically no gold is met with; so 
that the National Bank, which alone issues 
bank notes in Belgium, never pays gold 
when these notes are presented, but always 
pays silver. 

3. At its birth (in 1831) Belgium adopted 
the French monetary system, based. on the 
two metals, gold and silver, i. e., bimetal- 
lism. 

But about 1851, when the gold mines of 
California and Australia produced gold in 
large quantities, Belgium demonetized gold 
and became silver monometallic. 

About 1865, however, business became so 
depressed in Belgium that the people forced 
the Minister, M. Frere-Orban, to retire, and 
obliged the Government to become again 
bimetallic. ! 

About 1873, France prevailed upon the 
Latin States—France, Italy, Belgium, Switz- 
erland—to suspend the coinage of silver, 
which suspension established here a kind 
of limping monometallism, for though silver 
can no longer be coined, the then existing 
silver coins continue to circulate within the 
Latin Union, which Union dates from 1865. 

Since 1873 a crisis, consisting in a fall in 
all prices, exists continually, nor does it 
appear possible to arrest its progress. This 
fall in prices, reacting on wages, is now 
evolving a social and industrial crisis. 

You ask me why we returned in 1878 to mo- 
nometallism, limping though it be? I can 
conceive no other reason, unless thaf it 
was to please a certain class of financiers, 
which profited thereby—a class supported 
by theories, invented and defended at that 
time by some political economists, notably 
by members of the Institute of France. 

4. You ask what influence these monetary 
measures have had in Belgium on industry 
and wages. Money which was already 
scarce in 1873 has become still scarcer, and 
that fall in prices which was predicted has 
taken place. THE AVERAGE FALL IN 
THE PRICE OF ALL THE PRODUCTS OF 
LABOR IS 530 PER CBNT SINCE 1873— 
THAT OF CERBALS OVER 6 PER CENT. 
Industry is no longer remunerative, agri- 
culture is ruined, and everybody is clamor- 
ing for protection by import duties; while 
our ruined citizens think of war—such is 
the sad condition of Europe. 

5. For the last twenty years no new gold 
or silver has been coined in Belgium. 

6. The mint pays for gold 3,437 francs per 
kilo, and for silver 220.55 franos per kilo, 
without any change since 1865; but since 
1874 it no longer buys silver. There is thus 
a mint price for gold only, ,but gold is al- 
ways dearer in the open market than the 
purchase price of the mint.

1, Duriag the war the Government is- 
sued a large number of bonds, which were 
sold for greenbacKs, at that time the only 
lawful money in circulation in the United 
States east of fhe Rocky Mountains. 

These greenbacks were depreciated to # 
cents on the dollar. By the indisputable 
terms of the contract between the tax- 
»payers who were to pay these bonds, and 
the bond-purchasers, they were payable in 
the same kind of money with which they 
were bought, except the interest which, by 
fair implication, wag to be paid in coin. 

Long after all the bonds had been sold, 
in 1869, the helders of them, without shadow 
of pretext, démanded, and a subservient 
Congress, without a shadow of excuse, con- 
sented to the passage of an act, in violation 
and in repudiation of the contract with the 
tax-payers, changing the law and making 
them payable in coin. By this legislative 
outrage the tax-payers of the United States 
were robbed of not less than six hundred 
millions of dollars, and because they were 
disposed to object to such barefaced rob- 
bery, they were denounced as “dishonest 
kunaves, who wished to rob their credit- 
ors.” The bondholders went so far as to 
start a newspaper, at 17 Mercer street, 
New York, which repudiated Democratic in- 


its platform as a “bare-faced 


of the “tendency of the mob: to repudia- 
tion.”’ 

2. Having achieved this bare-faced rob- 

bery, “they, without the consent or even the 
knowledge of the people who must pay these 
bonds, surreptitiously had one of the coins 
in which the bonds might be paid dropped 
from our coinage, thus again repudiating, 
and by fraud, this second contract with the 
taxpayers. When the people found out 
some two years afterward how they had 
been swindled, and sought to restore the 
Original contract, these same repwuiators 
of contracts again began to denounce their 
victims as ‘dishonest knaves, who would 
repudiate their debts and rob the creditors 
of the nation,” 
3. Notwithstansing the holders of our 
bonds had themselves secured the contract 
which by express terms made all of our 
Government ‘obligations payable in coin, 
instead of the lawful money with which they 
had been bought; and, notwithstanding, 
since the passage of the Bland-Allison act, 
they have Tepeatedly attempted to have 
the contract again changed and the bonds 
made payable in gold, and notwithstand- 
ing the people, through their representa- 
tives, have not only refused to enter into 
such a contract, but by the Mathews resolp- 
tion notified the world that they would pay 
the bonds in silver or gold as ‘they might 
elect, so that nobody can possibly be mis- 
taken, yet these same repudiating bond- 
holders have so far induced, by some kind 
of methods, our Secretaries of the Treasury 
to virtually again repudiate this distinct 
contract with the taxpayers, and pay our 
obligations in gold, even though it cost 
mortgages upon the property of the eatire 
nation to procure the gold from _ these 
very men who are thus plundering the 
people, 

And because the Democratic party, which 
alone represents the tax payers and tax 
producers, as contradistinguished from the 
tax consumers, has denounced this kind of 
public plunder and seek to have our obliga- 
tions paid according to contract, these re-. 
pudiating rascals are again denouncing the 
people “as dishonest knaves who would rob 
the creditors of the nation.” 

4. When, two ,years after the crime 
of 1873, the Republican party found out that 
they had been swindled into demonetizing 
silver, they loudly denounced it, and dis- 
claimed all intention to do it, and in every 
single platform up to 189 have led their fol- 
lowers to believe that they wished to restore 
silver as @ standard money, going, indeed, 
so far as to denounce the Democratic party 
in 1888 as enemies of the free coinage of 
silver. Yet in their present platform they 
have thrown off the mask and are now de- 
nouncing as “dishonest knaves” those of 
their followers who were honest enough to 
believe that their party had all these years 
been telling the truth. 

5. And Senator Palmer, too! A man 
proven to have repudiated a debt of honor 
to the men who elected him. A man who 
stands before the world convicted of having 
not only betrayed the men who trusted to 
his honor, but has joined Pierpont Morgan 
and other public plunderers in denouncing 
the very men he has betrayed, because they 
took him at his word and insisted upon his 
fulfilling his sacred pledges.

Reports of Losses in Europe Are Still 
Coming In. 


PARIS, Sept. 28.—As a result of the gales 
on the French coast the steamer Magdalen 
foundered near Bayonne and the crew were 


drowned. - 

The Breton fishermen suffered severely.

HEARING NOW IN PROGRESS. 


Hostilit¥ Between the Business Men’s 
League and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation Crops Out. 


._The Interstate Commerce Commission 
met at the Federal Building Monday to hear 
arguments on the complaint filed by St. 
Louis shippers alleging a discrimination in 
rates made by roads running tg Texas com- 
mop points. 

About two months ago Traffic Manager 
Leeds, on behalf of local shippers, sent to 
Washington and filed a complaint that 
rates on grain and other commodities when 
shipped to Texas in less than car loads lots 
were so high as to be out of all proportion 
to the rates on the same commodities when 
shi ed in car load iots 

© petition submitted on behalf of the 
St. Louis business men was a lengthy docu- 
ment. It alleged that under the present 
system of rates the man who ships goods 
to Texas in less than carload lots pays from 
28% to 200 per cent more for the shipment 
of his goods than the dealer who ships in 
carload lots. 
After quoting the rate sheets of the dif- 
ferent roads as approved by the Western 
Traffic Association the petitioners ask that 
the fifth-class rate from St. Louis‘ to Texas 
points be fixed by ie commission at not 
more than 50 cents a hundred unds. It 
was further asked that the sheirth-ohede 
ye should be not more than 14 per cent 

er. 

The complaint was formally laid before 
the Commissioners by Orr, Christie & 
Bruce, attorneys for the complainants. 

Hon. William R. Morrison, J. Cc. Clem- 
ents and J. D. Yeomans, the members of 
the commission, heard the arguments in the 
United States Court of Appeals, 

Attorney James Hagerman of the M., K. 
& T. conducted the case on behalf of the 
railroads. 

He read general denials of the charges 
made in the complaint. 

The roads filing denials were the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern, Missouri Pa- 
cific, St. Louis and Southwestern, Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas and me St. Louis and 
San Francisco. 

The denials stated that the rates were not 
excessive, It was set forth that the rates 
at present in force had been determined 
upon by the Southwestern Traffic Associa- 
tion after a careful consideration of the in- 
terests of both the shipper and the consum- 
er. Ms 

In each of the denials it was said that the 
Texas jobbing trade could not stand a re- 
duction of the rates now in operation. 

After the filing of the denials Frank M. 
Estes, representing the St. Louis Manufac- 
turers’ Association, entered a plea for 
the maintaining of present rates. 

In the discussion which followed the rival- 
ry between the Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Business Men’s League cropped out. 

The two organizations have been at 
swords’ points for a long time. 

Last Friday night the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation appointed J. W. Van Cleve, E. R. 
Tilton, Sawyer, G. T. Parker, L. D, 
Kingsland and T. L. Cannon a committee te 
draw up an appeal against the granting of 
the Business Men’s League's petition. The 
appeal embodied a protest against any in- 
crease in the present car load rates. It was 
stated that such an increase in rates would 
not bring any more goods to St. Louls, while 
it would be a discrimination against St. 
Louis shippers, 8 per cent of whom ship in 
car load lots. 

Mr..Estes, in entering the plea, said that 
it would be manifestly unjust to take any 
step which would be a discrimination 
against so large @ percentage of St. Louis 
business men. 

Traffic Manager Joseph 8S. Leeds of the 
Business Men's League was the only wit- 
ness examined at the morning session. 

In reply to questions by Attorney Hager- 
man he said that he represented 2,000 St. 
Louis merchants. He went into a lengthy 
ee of the conditions of Texas traf- 


Attorney Hagerman endeavored to show 
that a reduction in less than car rates 
would freeze out the Texas jobbers, but Mr. 
Leeds would make no such admission. He 
proved a very foxy witness. 

Attorney Estes took the witness, He asked 
Mr. Léeds whether it was not a fact that 
two-thirds of the members of the Business 
Men’s League are in arrears with their 
dues. Mr. Leeds indignantly denied this. He 
eaid that he was working for the interests 
of the St. Louls trade, and believed that a 
readjustment of — rates would benefit all 
classes of shippe 

A recess was taken until 2:30 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon.

BLANCHE DALTON FED A FIRE IN

THE FLAME ENVELOPED HER. 


Her Mother Smothered the Fire With a 
Blanket, but Too Late to 
Save Her.

CHARTER REVISION COMMISSION 
STUDYING THE ILLINOIS CODE. 


ANALYSIS OF THE SYSTEM. 


House of Delegates Will Likely Put Its 
Foot Down on the Move- 
ment.

The Charter Revision Commission is now 
busy studying over and digesting the civil 
service code which has been adopted by the 
Illinois Legislature, and which has been 
nominally adopted by Chicago. The act as 
passed leaves it to the option of all cities 
in the State to apply the code or go on un- 
der the old system, as they see fit. 

The rules are quite lengthy, and go into 


details to a at extent. 

Rule 1 divides the service into three kinds. 
The first is the unclassified service, consist- 
ing of electoral offices, the Board of .Edu- 
cation, etc. All other positions are under 
the classified service list. This is again 
divided into class A, official service, and 
Class B, the lower service. The class A 
jobs are in the main permanent, and the 
class B mainly temporary. The official 
service is made to include doctors, civil en- 
gineers, clerks, bookkeepers, stenographers, 
etc., uniformed police, electric engineers, 
uniformed firemen and others of a similar 
official altitude. The grades under the 
official service are arranged according to 
Salary,.so that when an official in the elec- 
tric service gets $1,800 a year he may be said 
to be in service A, division E, grade 7th. 

The applicants for appointment under 
class A must be resident citizens for at 
least one year, between 20 and 45 years of 
age, of good moral character, temperate 
habits, sound health and physically able to 
perform the duties of the position for which 
they are applying. 

The burden of proof as to good character 
falls upon the applicant, and he is re- 
quired to furnish evidence if requested. 

Having passed as to health, moral char- 
acter and age, the applicant is prepared to 
submit to an examination before at least 
two of the three commissioners. He must 
make a percentage of not less than 70 to 


pass. 
Unless it is specifically set down by statute 
- ordinance the applicants can be of either 
S. 
The examinations are made by examining 
boards, who are allowed a good deal of li- 
cense in their selection of questions, and are 
only restricted by the demands of the par- 
ticular position they are examining for. 
The commissioners have sent to Chicago 
for copies of the law, and propose to study 
it carefully before committing themselves 
to anytiing. It is doubtful if such an 
amendment in the charter could pass the 
House of Delegates here, anyhow. 


STRICKEN WITH APOPLEXY.

TWELFTH DISTRICT REPUBLICAN

JUDGE RUSSELL SHY OF IT. 


He Declares That the Court in General 
Term Must Pass on

Judge Russell asked Mr. Allen to go over 
his points again, and ‘was very careful to 
set them down. Finally he said: 

“TI desire to get these points accurately. 
I will say in explanation that when this case 
came up in consultation last week, some 
consternation prevailed among the Judges 
at the thought that they might have to 
hear it: The ‘matter was. assigned to me 
against my wishes. 

“T wish to state that I shall certify the 
matter to the court in general term so that 
each of the Judges will share his portion of 
the responsibility. 

“T shall call a session of the general term 
to-morrow morning, when this question will 
be passed upon.”’ 

Lawyer Ford Smith, representing the Fil- 
ley faction, wanted to know whether Judge 
Russell’s court would also be in session 
Tuesday. He supposed that the court in 
general term would certify the case back 
to Judge Russell. 

“I shall hold court to-morrow,” replied 
Judge Russell; “and shall, of course, carry 
out the instructions of the court in general 
term. The latter will pass upon the poitts 
of law raised.’’ 

The matter was then laid over until Tues- 
day, and Judge Russell ordered the Sheriff 
to adjourn court.
